PREVENTION OF SMALL 
POX. 

Suggestions by tha State 
Board of Health. 

To the Health OfRoials, Pbysioiahs 
and People of Renlacky : 
AlUiough small pox bas be-m 
more than usually prevalent in 
many seclioiis i>l the I iiion . (or 
more than a year our Stale bas es- 
c«|)ed unlil vtry receully. About 
four weeks sgo the direase was 
brought fromtheRoby race coarse, 
near Chicago, lo Lexioglon, by a 
negro stable boy and twenty five 
cases occurred there before it was 
gotteu under coiilrul. A negro 
Iroin Lexington carried il to .\sii- 
iaud, aud a case was repurle., at 
Princeton yesterday. Errors ol 
diagnosis with tirsl oases al Iiex- 
iogioii and Ashland, and tbe lack 
of an available isolntioii Hospital 
al tbe first named place, helped lo 
spread Ibu disease and greaiiy in- 
creased bulb Ibe trouble and ex- 
pense. 

In view ol existing condiliuos 
the Board feel* Kto be iu duty t > \ 
warn the aulboriliea and people t 
thai decisive action should at once 
be Uken to guard agaiii.sl this! 
loathsome malady. Fortunately 
tbe method of prevention is as cer- 
tain in its action ss il is cheap and 
easy to obtain. Vaccination and 
re-voccinatinn, properly doni>, with 
reliable virus, is a csrtuin preven- 
tive, and is eiiurelv fne from dan- 
ger. This is the concUisiou of the 
scientific world, after lull investi- 
gation, and may be ib'ir.iugbly re- 
lied upon. 

Although it is a statuatury of- 
fense to neglect vucrination, and 
ample authority is given to city 
councils and county courts lu pro- 
vide for the poor in this regard, it 
is estimaled that over one-third cf 
the people of this Slate have never 
availed themselve- uf ii. lnulli- 
genl pors'Mis sliowiil lu-i whiL inr 
tbe law lo force tliem lo an rvi<leiil 
iliitv. es|ieciaily al the present time, 
llialili and school boards every- 
where should oo-operale in rrqui^ 
log vaccination as a condi- 
tion of adiiiiosioii to all 
schools, public and private, anJ 
managers of manuliiel ries ami 
railroads should make the s:>me 
rrquiremenl of lluir employees. 

Vaccination is a simple but very 
important operation. Il should al- 
ways he il <ne liv a oompetenl phy- 
sician, ui.iler Hnti-s->ptic precau- 
tions, al three points in the siitiii 
arm, oiid the (m is >n should '.to kept 
under observation until a perfect 
result lias been secared. Impe^ 
feci rsoelnstion can only give rise 
to a ''uls" .«en*e of si ,:nri;> . mii'I is 
the bane of the aiilliuriiii"' in ihi- 
manageineiil oi small poX. 

Systematic organization and 
foresig'.it mkkes the control and 
stampting oul of small pox a sim- 
ple matter in any community, and 
with l>ro|H-r man mi nn-o! it need 
nut interfere with businefis or Irav- 
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ill

Close Planting For Tobacco. 

The queatioo Is often asked as to 
the teat width to put out the tobac- 
co crop. A specini correspondent 
In the Kentucky Home and Farm 
saya: 

Aa for oaraelves we have alway* 

advocated close planting. Some 
soy it will take too many sticks, or 
too many plants, or the worms arc 
Uiodimcult lo find. V.'ry well, 
plant less crop. As lonj; as color 
holds sway In the imirUet, close 
planting Is the liesl-tlust is, ch.se 
enough tliat when the plants come 
to maturity the surface of the land 
will be covered, thereby keeping 
the sun from heating the roota of 
(he plante and preventing the 
winds from wearing theendaof tlie 
U'RviswIien lying on the ground. 
To do this, on tfod average land, 
woulil lay the furrows not excced- 
ini; three feet and four inclii'S, and 
the plants not inor'' lliaii inclies ; 
ou very rich land a little wider 
and on poorer land '•'ini''\\ lial rlos- 
er. After the land has been hrokcn, 
manure ahonld be spread and 
thoroughly incorporated Into the 
soil by the harrow.
